TUE  STORY  OF  BLIND  MAN’S 
BUFF. 

"Blind  Man’*  Buff  i*  une  of  the  sport* 
that  came  over  to  England  In  the  train  ol 
William  the  Conqueror.  It  had  It*  origin 
in  Liege — one  of  tbe  (sir  provinces  of 
France,  in  tbe  prosperous  days  of  Robert 
the  Devoat,  who  succeeded  the  famous  old 
French  monarch,  Hugues  Capet,  in  the 
ytnr  998.  In  the  year  999,  Liege  received, 
among  her  valiaot  chiefs,  one  Jean  Colin. 
Ue  was  almost  a  giant  in  atrengMi,  a  8am 
son  among  the  Liegois,  and  nearly  shared 
the  experience  of  B*mson  of  old.  us  yoo 
•hall  presently  hear.  This  grim  warrior 
used  to  crush  hi*  opponents  with  a  mallet 
U  was  considered  desirable  to  honor  him 
with  a  title  which  should  follow  bis  name. 
What  should  it  be  I  Not  *  head-hitter,'  of 
course  ;  but  the  poetical  designation. 
MailLird.  nr  Jean  Colin  of  the  Mallet. 
Feuds  were  of  perpetual  occurrence  in 
those  dark  old  times,  und  Jean  Colin's 
mallet  was  kept  constantly  busy  in  quell 
ing  them.  Terrible  became  the  name  of 
Jean  Colin  Milliard. 

"  But  Liege  had  another  valiant  chief, 
Count  do  Louvain,  who  when  Maillard 
had  proved  himself  superior  to  all  ot  his 
oilier  opponents,  continued  to  hear  arms 
against  him.  We  cannot  say  whether  or 
oot  Coant  de  Lonvain  learned  hi*  war  lea- 
■ons  from  tbe  conduct  of  the  euemiea  of 
Samson,  but,  as  he  wss  ambitious  to  avoid 
the  tap  ol  Jean  Colin’s  mallet  upon  his 
own  head,  be  formed  the  plan  of  putting 
out  Jean  Colin’*  eye*.  A  great  battle  wss 
fought  between  the  two  chieia  and  their 
forces.  At  the  very  first  onset  Count  de 
Louvain  succeeded  in  his  purpose  of  pierc 
ing  both  (he  eyes  of  Maillard,  and  he  look¬ 
ed  upon  the  field  as  slready  won.  But  the 
latter,  with  a  spirit  tike  that  of  Blind 
Samson,  determined  that  bis  opponents 
should  perislt  with  him,  and  ordered  bis 
esquire  to  take  him  into  the  thickest  of  tbe 
fight.  There  he  brandished  his  mallet  on 
either  hand,  and  did  such  fearful  execu¬ 
tion  that  his  enemies  fell  around  him  in 
such  numbers  that  victory  soon  declared 
itself  on  his  side. 

“  *  But  Samson-like,  though  blind,  he 
dealt 

8nch  blows  as  never  focman  felt; 

To  shun  them,  were  in  vain  ; 

This  way  they  fled,  and  that  they  run  ; 

But,  of  on  hundred  men,  not  one 
Ere  saw  the  light  again. ' 

Robert  tbe  Devout,  of  France,  whose 
trouble*  with  his  wives  vou  mnj  have  read 
In  history,  wss  very  fond  of  deeds  of  valor, 
and  that  of  Jean  Colin  Maillard  kindled 
hi*  admiration.  He  lavished  honor*  on 
the  victorious  blind  man,  and  ordered  the 
stage  players  to  bring  out  a  pantominc  ol 
hit  contest  with  Count  de  Louvain  for  the 
pleasure  ot  the  court  The  court  were  de¬ 
lighted  with  the  play,  for  the  terrible  mal¬ 
let  of  Maillard,  and  the  warrior*  dropping 
down  here  and  there,  almost  without 
knowing  what  had  nit  them,  was  all  very 
exciting;  and  people  in  that  rude  age 
liked  what  > as  sensational  even  more  than 
they  do  now.  Tbe  children  began  to  act 
a  similar  play  in  the  streets,  one  of  tbe 
players,  more  strong  and  active  than  the 
rest,  Iteing  blindfolded  and  given  a  stick  , 
d  thus  Blind  Man’s  Buff  soon  became 
the  poj  ular  diversion  of  the  jonng  in 
France  and  Normandy,  where  it  wa* 
known  nnder  the  name  ot  Colin  Maillard. 
This  name  it  still  bears  in  France  and  on 
the  continent  of  Europe.
